With a letter dated August 29, 1977, Mr. A. W. Hesse, Jr., Presideant,
Reading Compeany, forwarded a copy of a Company record which stated
that "September 25, 1940 - The Swedes Ford Bridge Company was dissolved.

\ the Swedes Ford Bridge Company and the Federal Bridge Company issued

a certificate of public conveniemce on July 10, 1939, approving the
discoantinuance of operation, and on September 1, 1939, the bridge was
closed. Demolition thereof was completed December 22, 1939, There
were no liquidating proceeds.”

On the basis of the above informatiom, it is coucluded that as of
September 25, 1940, the Swedes Ford Bridge Company ceased to be an
employer umder the Railroad Retirement and Railroad Unemploymeat
Insurance Acts.
